Would it Help Them? 

At ono tiino our local contemporary 
took tho extrernu position thnt unless 
Canada would agree to bring the railway 
across to Vancouver Island and down to 
Esquimau British Columbia would not 
unite; and it took for its electioneering 
motto "No terminus at Esquimalt, no 
Confederation," calling frantically upon 
the olectors to rojoct every man at tho 
polls who would not pledgo himself to 
that doctrine. Moro rocontly it has sot 
itself to work to provont tho railway com- 
ing to tho Island, more particularly to 
Esqnimalt. The roaaon assigned ia cer- 
tainly uniquo. It would enhance tho 
i value of property in the vicinity of Es- 
quimalt, and some of that property is 
ownod by partiea who cannot approve of 
the political course of tho organ and its 
masters. If tho railway camo to Esqui- 
malt it would enhauco tho value of every- 
body's property within many milos of 
tho terminus." But what of that ? It 
would benefit A. B. and C. who aro not 
on our side, and.thoreforo, it must not 
come. All Esquimalt must suffer. AH 
"Vkitoria must suffer bocauso A. B. and C. 
own property near Esquimalt! It's a 
rum doctrine and might possess tho charm 
of novelty preached by anybody elso. 
But do tho interests involved reach not 
beyond Esquimalt and Victoria? Would 
not bucIi a railway enormously bonetit 
every settler, increase ten fold every inch 
of proporty between the terminus and 
tho crossing? Tho organ says it would 
not. It asks/what bonefit are the Saanioh 
farmers to derive by the completion of 
the Esquimalt and Nanaimo road? and it 
answorB, Nothing. Now, can it bo pos- 
sible that there is to be found between 
Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows a sottlor, 
or even a Siwash, stupid enough to believe 
■ that? It is not only in direct opposition 
to the doctrine promulgated by the same 
print in times past, but if, is wholly in- 
consistent with all experience, reason and 
common sense, Lot us look faots square- 
ly in the face. First, tho benefits aris- 
ing from construction: The| expenditure 
between Esquimalt and Nanaimo would 
be, in round numbers, four millions; be- 
tween Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows, 
double that sum. That such an expendi- 
ture right up through the heait of tho 
settled and settlablo part of Vaucouvor 
Island would benefit every farmer and 
everybody else appoars to us to be a self- 
evident proposition any attempt to prove 
■which would be a work ofjsupererogation. 
"Why, every rood of available land would 
bo brought into requisition and tho de- 
mand for all tho productions of tho soil 
and tho dairy would bo such as to cause 
the ploughman and tho milkmaid to for- 
get the word "Protection." And would 
not every other industry bound onward 
apace? It may not bo amiss to remind 
the reader that, not only was Mr. Macken- 
zie prepared to commence the construc- 
tion of the railway this year, but to have 
work thoreon simultaneously begun at 
both ends and in tho centre, with a view 
to making the immediate benefits as gen- 
eral as possible and giving our owu far- 
mers every advantage Hecond, lot us 
consider tho advantages of operation: 
Few persons will bo inclined to question 
the local as well as general advantages of 
railway communication, especially in a 
new and rough country where tho diffi- 
culties of reaching tho markets is very 
groat. Tho word "few" is used^advisod- 
ly; for history tells us how every pro- 
gressive stride of scientific improvement 
has had its opponents. For instance, 
Elizabeth, wife of Richard Arkwright.tho 
Derbyshire barber, destroyed 'hoi hus- 
band's first successful model of tho spin- 
ning-jenny: whereupon Dick angrily ex- 
claimed, "Betsy, woman! Thou wilt 
never ride in my carriage." And . sho 
didn't. But Sir Richard Arkwright did! 
Taking oven tho most narrow and local 
view, tho railway in operation would pre- 
sent tho ready means of sending produce 
to markots enormously enlarged through 
the influence of tho enterprise itself. The 
farmers of Cowichan would bo within an 
hour's ride of Victoria or of Nanaimoland 
the Comox farmers brought within two 
hours of the Hitter or four hours of tho 
former; a.id all, far and near, would find 
a cash market, plenty of willing buyers 
and consumers for everything they might 
havo to Bell. Tho immense impetus 
given to tho development of the 
magnificent mineral region through 
which it would pass, ought oi itself 
to no sufficient to silence nil cavil. 
Coal and other mines would bo opened, 
and villages and towns would spring up 
along tho line, and thus would tho wealth 
of the nations bo poured into tho lap of 
Columbia; for tho general tendency and 
ultiinnto results would unquestionably 
bo to bring ton, perad venture twenty, 
shipB to our shores for one that copes 
now. But, do we not write in vain? Do 
not tho intelligent farmers, the real bono 
and sinew of tho country, understand tho 
inestimable advantages of railway con- 
' ' struclion and communication already? 
Yes. Avoico from North Saanich pro- 
claims the fact,— proves not only that 
thuy understand their own interests but 
that thoy understand the Minsters and 
their selfish tricks. Nor.aro tho farmers 
olsowhoro less intelligent or loss alive 
to. their truo interests. Evon Na- 
naimo, apparently less dependent for 
well-doing ou this railway than most 
communities, must soo in the larger 
view tho greater prosperity. Whether 
the railway croBsos there or higher 
tip, it is quite clear that tho more rail- 
way and the greater oxpanBion tho bettor 
for her, — tho bettor for everybody. Tho

The Princo Alfred was a very staunch 
iron steamship, built in England about

Potato Cove into which tho ship was run, 
where she sank, and where she will doubt- 
leas lay her bones, lies one railo south of the 
reef. ThePriuce Alfred is tho first steamship 
that has been lost on the downward trip.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

California. 

San Francisco, Juno 11th. — The steam- 
er Princo Alfred, from Victoria to this 
port, ran ashore to-day in Potato'e cove, 
about six miles north of this harbor; tho 
passengers and mails wcro all safely land- 
ed, and at ilvo o'clock p. m. the steamer 
sank and is a total wreck with all her car- 
go. The steamer was owned by John 
Rosenfeld of this city. 

The owners of tho wreokod steamship 
Princo Alfrod and tho officers of the 
ship still entertain hopes that sho can bo 
saved. Capt. Sholl loft tho wreok yes- 
terday in charge of tho first and second 
officers and onme to the city. His conduct 
iB severely criticized by murine mon. 

Tin. Princo Alfred struck Duxbury 
Reef first and went off with a holo stove 
in her bottom. A sail was put under the 
keel but to no purpose, and 28 minutes 
after she struck thero was threo feot of 
water in tho engine room, and tho pumps 
were kept going. A dense fog prevailed 
at the timo. There was no panic among it 
the passengers. Tho pumps and buckets 
were of no avail for the water gained rap- 
idly, nnd half an hour after striking tho 
fires were put out and to save the passon- 
gors and crew Capt. Sholl made all sail 
for port and struck amongst tho rooks, 
near Potatoo Cove, in Marin shore. The' 
passengers and crow were landed and the 
former brought safely to tho city en tugs 
last night. She is about 300 yards from 
shore and opinions differ as to tbo possi- 
bility of saving tho ship. The prevailing 
opinion is that she must go to pioees, and 
several tugs are in tho vioinity trying to 
«avo portions of tho cargo. 

San Francisco, Juno 15 — Evening— 
The steamer Prince Alfrod has gono to 
pieces. Masters of ^tho tugs from there 
this p. m., report that none of the wreok 
was in sight. 

San Francisco, Juno 15. — Dispatches 
this morning announce the loss of tho 
steamer Scotland in the China Seas.

A Famous Octogenarian— 
Unpublished Reminiscen- 
ces of Dickens— A Remark- 
able Plea for Total Absti- 
nence, y^/ty 

Gcorgo Cruikshank, the veteran car- 
icaturist, has been lecturing on tem- 
perance in Manchester, England. Ho 
said ho recollected gontlemon coming 
to dine occasionally at his father's 
houso, and ho was often surprised on 
coming down stairs of a morning to 
find somo of them rolled up in the car- 
pet in au extraordinary matter. His 
own father took much drink and short- 
ened his life by it. Ho shortened his 
Jife by the fashion of tho day, and left 
him uneducated. He had deter miner! , 
if possible, to show to the world tho 
oviln of drink, and, when he became 
an artist, to paint a series of pictures 
which would show the oilects on so- 
ciety. He had watched the effect, 
both among tho higher and lower 
orders. Ho had gone much among 
the lower orders and had studied 
them, and he found that among 
them thero were no thieves without 
drink. 

He believed that though whon a 
man became a teetotaler it did not 
make him perfect, still thore was not 
among total abstainers one single 
house-breaker or garrotor, and no 
cases of brutal assault or of murder 
were to be found among them. With 
regard to religion and education, he 
could tell, from many instances that 
ho had soon among okrgymen, that 
religioner education, even education 
of the highest class, was not altogether 
a protection from tho ovils of drink. 
He could tell awful stories about 
ministers of the Gospel, but the ex- 
planation waa that drunkenness was a 
species of insanity. He had been told 
by those in charge of lunatic asylums 
about London that very fow would be 
in those institutions but for drink. 
Alcholic liquors were recommended to 
keep up strength, but what kept up 
his strength? 

He had not taken a drop of wine, beer, 
or spirits, or of any alcoholic drink, for 
twenty-seven years, and ho would bo 
eighty-two next September if ho livod till 
then. "What was it, then, that kopt up 
his strength? Since ho had given up 
drinking beer and smoking he had a 
higher enjoyment of life, because all his 
nervous system was in proper tone. When 
ho was painting his picture, tho "Wor- 
ship of Bacchus," ho was very anxious to 
oxhibit it to the lato Prince Consort and 
to lecture on it before him. The Princo 
Consort was very favorably inclined to 
the temperance cause, and ho believed 
that had be been ablo to complete hia 
picture before the Prince's death, and 
had had the opportunity of lecturing on 
it before him, ho would have beoome an 
abstainer, and his example would have 
made a groat change; but, unfortunately, 
ho died beforo it was completed. He had, 
however, an opportunity of lecturing on 
it before tho Queen, but he could not ex- 
pect Her Majesty to become a total ab- 
stainer while the Archbishop of Cantor- 
bury took his wine and tho dootors ro. 
commended it. In conclusion, ho ap- 
pealed to all present to aid as much as 
lay in their power tho groat cause of tem- 
perance. 

Mr. Cruikshank referred to somo re- 
marks wdiichthe Mayor hud made regard- 
ing his illustrations of Dickens' -works, 
and said the only thing ho had done for 
Dickens was tho illustrations of tho 
"Skotohes by Ron."

Ho said, "Well do as you liko," 
and so I put in Fagan. Dickons behaved 
in u most extraordinary manner to mo, 
and I boliovo ho was affected in mind a 
littlo. He wos a most docidod and power- 
ful onemy of tho tomporanco cause. Ho 
dosoribod us as "wholo hogs," and there- 
fore, gentlomon,you havo before you a 
"wholo hog,"
